lt was the first step in the peace 
negotiations, 

The German credentials were pre- 
sented to representatives of the allies 
and the United States. 

Pale and almost fainting from 
emotion, Count von Brockdorff-Ran- 
gau, the German secretary and head 
of the peace delegation, sat through 
what evidently was one of the bitter- 
est moments of his life. He was bare- 
ly able to sustain himself on his feet 
through the brief ceremony, and reach 
the waiting automobile, which 
brought him to the-gathering. 

The meeting took placé in the 
room of the Trianon Hotel, previous- 
ly used for the sessions of the su- 
preme military council. Count von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau, on entering, yas 
accompanied by Herr Landsberg, 
Professor Schuecking, and two secre- 
taries, and waiting for him the allied 
representatives were grouped around 
Jules Cambon, former French am- 
bassador at Berlin, who is chairman 
of the commission. Other members 
of the allied party included Lord 
Harding, Great Britain; Ambassador 
Matsui, Japan; and Henry White of 
the United States. 

M. Cambon immediately addressed 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, stat- 
ing that he was chairman of the com- 
mission entrusted by the allied pow- 
ers to receive and examine the cre- 
dentials of the German delegates as 
the first step in a conference which, 
it was expected, would lead to peace. 

“Heré are ours,” continued M. 
Cambon, extending, as he spoke, the 
formal credentials of the allied com- 
mission as plenipotentiarics to the 
meeting. Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau surrendered the German creden- 
fials with even less of a formal ad- 
dress, his emotion being too great to 
enable him to deliver an extended 


discourse, 
After these brief ceremonies, the 
Germans turned and left the hall, 


walking a few steps to the cars in 


Waiting. They were followed inmre-} 


diately by the allied representatives. 
The whole ceremony was over by 2,30 
o'clock. The allied delegates then 
rode to the Cbh*teau to inspect the 
Hall of Mirror, where the treaty will 
be signed and eventually returned to 
the hotel for tea.

— Mathias Erzberger, chief 
of the German armistice delegation, 
in a note to Marshal Foch, made pub- 
lic in Berlin, says that Germany has 
reliable information that the Poles 
are planning in the next few days, an 
advance with larges forces against 
German territory in Posen and upper 
Silesia. He adds that, therefore, it is 
impossible for the German  govern- 
ment to guarantee that the armistice 
between Germany and Poland will be 
maintained if the Poles attack Ger- 
mans there, 

After such an attack, the German 
government could not permit the fur- 
ther passage through Germany from 
France of the Polish troops of Gen. 
Haller.

Like every other matter, there are 
two ‘sides to this question, and it is 
in the interests of all that both sides 
should be studied. The local town 
and the local merchant have certain 
responsibilities towards the farmers 
of their district, and the farmers have 
@ certain duty towards these towns. 
An effort should be made to deter- 


mine what these duties are and to 
discharge them. . 
First of all, the town should be 


made a real community centre -and 
the necessary facilities provided to 
make it an attractive meeting place 
for the farmers of the surrounding 
district and their wives and famili¢s. 
Too frequently, it is to be feared, 
farmers are rather given the impres- 


ion that all the town cares about 
them is the money they have to 


spend. On the other hand, the far- 
mer is apt to compare the lower 
prices quoted by the city houses with 
the local merchant’s prices without 
giving heed to anything else. 

When the farmer buys from a city 
thouse he ‘is compelled to pay cash in 
advance, nor has he the privilege of 
first inspecting the goods he .pur- 
chases, When he buys from the local 
town merchant he thoroughly ex- 
amines the goods in advance of pur- 
chase, and frequently buys on credit, 
and would even resent being asked 
to pay cash. Yet it is a well known 
fact that goods cannot be sold as 
cheaply on credit as for cash, 

The local merchant is immediately 


The local town or village should do 
its part. It should identify itself 
{more with the lives of the farmers 


upon those whose trade its exists, It 
should provide an_ attractive rest 
lroom where the farmer’s wife and 


babies can gather out of the cold, or 
jwe *t, or hot sun for the hour or two 
they are in town. It should be equip- 
l ped so that the mother can care for 
{the children and tidy up and refresh 
herself after a long drive in the wind 
and dust, or wet and cold. It should 
lhave facilities where she can make a 
lcup of tea or coffee, and some books 
or magazines to read. Farmers and 
ltheir families should be welcomed 
and encouraged to take an active part 
in the social life of the town. In a 
word, the farmers and their families 
|should be made to feel that they are 
welcome for themselves and _ quite 
apart from the money they have to 
spend. : 


| 


The community aspect of thé prob- 
lem of the small town is easily the 
most important aspect. Were the 
city houses called upon to support 
every public enterprise in all the 
wns in: which they sell goods as all 
the retailers do, and are expected to 
do, a considerable hole would be 
made in their profits, and their in- 
creased overhead expenses would re- 
sult in itereased selling prices.. What 
the local merchant does for his com- 
munity in these days should not be 
overlooked. 

The more the city house is patron- 
ized, the more difficult it. will be to 
build up a bright, attractive, prosper- 
ous local community; the more the 
town merchants are patronized, the 
better service they will be able to 
render, the greater variety and vol- 
ume of stocks they can carry, the 
closer they can make their prices be- 
cause the overhead charges of con- 
ducting the store would be less in 
proportion to the volume of business 
done. 

This is an age of co-operation, and 
farmer and town merchant should 
make it a practice to loyally co-oper- 
ate the one with the other, Both 
have everything to gain and nothing 
to lose by such action,

Recovering ‘Stolen Goods 


French and Belgians Taking Effective 
Measures Against Receivers 

Paris. — Although there have been 
complaints of the delay in recovering 
stolen thachinery from Germany, the 
French and Belgians at Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle are getting back a good deal of 
it, and, at the same time, taking ef- 
fective’ measures against the receiy- 
ers. Surprise visits are paid to es- 
tablishments ,in which its’ presence is 
suspected. Wherever anything of 
French or Belgian origin is found, the 
date and manner of its acquisition 
are ascertained from the firm’s books. 

When, as generally happens, the 
explanations are unsatisfactory, .“ the 
persons implicated are arrested, and 
released on bail pending further en- 
quiry—the bail taking the form of a 
mortgage on the factory.. Much Ger- 
man industrial property is in this 
way passing into Frettch and Belgian 
hands, The bail required is often as 
much as $100,000, and one establish- 
ment alone—that of Messrs. Wirth— 
has been loaded-in this manner with 
a mortgage, of $1,250,000. 


War Prisoners 
To Be Liberated 


As Germany Contributes to Work of 
Reconstruction 

Paris. — The council of five at its 
meeting, La Liberte says, agreed that 
the Gggman war prisoners shall be 
liberated after the signing of the 
peace treaty.. The prisoners will be 
released gradually as Germany con- 
tributes to-the work of reconstruction 
exacted by the treaty and in propor- 
tion to this contribution. 

The newspaper says that details 
concerning the future status of the 
Kiel canal have not yet been settled, 
but that an agreement has been 
reached on the principle of interna- 
tionalization,

this year will not fall below 45 or 
50 cents per pound and may go even 
higher. Sir Arthur Goldfinch; one of 
the greatest living‘authorities on the 
sheep and wool situation, recently de- 
clared that the stock of wool in the 
world’s markets would be less. in 
1920 than in 1919. He estimated a
